1 . The reply filed on 1 August 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

According to MPEP § 714.02, "The requirements of 37 CFR 1.111(b) must be 
complied with by pointing out the specific distinctions believed to render the claims 
patentable over the references in presenting arguments in support of new claims 
(emphasis added) and amendments". With respect to the newly added claims, 
Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because no arguments were 
set forth in support of their patentability over the previously cited art of record. 
Additionally, the amendment is held not fully responsive since Applicant has failed to 
address each and every rejection with either an amendment to the claims and/or 
specific arguments supporting a traversal. More specifically, Examiner previously set 
forth a rejection against claim 1 under § 1 12, second paragraph, however Applicant has 
not explicitly addressed this rejection either through remarks, or by amending the claim.
